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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive, since as 
applicant has pointed out, CMP involves chemical dissolution as does etching. Perhaps applicant should distinguish the etching step from 
planarization in the claim, or distinguish the residue as different from a planarization residue in the claim since examiner acknowledges 
that etching can be different from CMP. As to the argument that periodic acid is not an oxidizer, this is not persuasive since the 
compositions have the same concentration as in the instant invention. 
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
